Van Cleave, representative of capital 
in the actual drama of today, that, if 
ene did not know of Playwright Gals- 
worthy’s having drawn his material 
from other sources, one might declare 
his play to be a faithful footlight ver- 
sion of the great St. Louis strike that 
brought Van Cleave, president of the 
Buck’s Stove and Range Co. of Bt. 
Louis, and Samuel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
face to face as deadly antagonists in the 
battle so amazingly paralleling that 
fought to a finish in Galsworthy’s play. 

Especially vivid is the resemblance 
between the two indomitable leaders of 
the real-life fight, Van Cleave and Gom- 
pers, and those of the stage ‘Strife,”’ 
old John Anthony and David Roberts— 
and it is significantly true, also that In 
real life and play alike the conflict end- 
ed in @ compromise on a basis that had

Comparison of Characters.

He did not regain con- 
sciousness.

Assets Are Only $350, 

Femmer said Wednesday that he was 
ready to report on the bankruptcy case 
to Walter D. Coles, referee. He had 
been able to find only $350 assets in 
Gardner’s possession, obtained prior to 
the bankruptcy suit, he said This is 
an equity in 80 acres of Misscuri farm 
land, on which there is a deed of trust 
for $3000. 

When Femmer became trustee, he 
gave bond for $50,000. He pays $60 a 
year to keep this up, he smilingly ob- 
served, although the assets in the case 
are only $350.

life to the cause of organized labor. 
He had fought tn every war against 
capital since he was old enough to 
be & wage-earner. Like old John 
Anthony, his tremendous antagonist, 
he believed the conflict to be inevit- 
able and inexorable. It was his con- 
tention that capital would yield only 
to force. He proposed to use this 
weapon for the protection of the 
class to which he belonged. 

He contributed $4000, his savings of 
a lifetime, to prolong the strike of 
which he was the leader. His wife 
died of starvation during the prog- 
ress of that strike. He was willing to 
lay,down his own life in the struggle. 

“They are welcome to my . body!” 
he cried, urging his fellow-workmen 
to fight to the bitter end for the sake 
of the coming generations of work- 


ers. 
_ Samuel Gompers of the real-life 
strife” has devoted his entire life to 
the cause of organized labor. A cigar 
maker and always a fervent union man, 
he has taken part in every battle fought 
between capital and labor since he was 
old enough to be a breadwinner. It 
was his unflinching and always aggres- 
sive loyalty to organized labor that 
caused him first to be elected to the 
Presidency of the American Federation 
in @ great annual convention held in 
old Central Turner Hall in St. Louis 
more than 3 years ago. 


Was Sentenced to Prison. 

In the bitter conflict in which James 
W. Van Cleave was his antagonist, he 
took resolute action that caused him 
to be sentenced to serve a term in pri- 
son, the suit at law thus brought about 
being still in the courts. Gompers ‘may 
well be regarded as willing to make 
any sacrifice for the cause of organized 
labor. The cry of David Roberta— 
“They are wéloome to my body!’ —might 
come not unfittingly from his own lips. 

The differences that. caused the mill- 
workers’ strike in “Strife” arose from 
the demand of the workmen for a scale 
of pay and hours in conformity with 
established union rules. The differences 
that caused the real-life ‘Strife,’ in 
which James W. Van Cleave and Sam 
uel Gompers stood opposed as grea’ 
intagonists, were similiar in nature. 
inion demand as to wages, hours anc 
conditions of employment, to which the 
tuck Stove and Range Company of 8t 
izouls refused to accede, being its basis.

The latter 
appealed and the case is still pending 
It is not thought to be affected by 
the treaty of peace now agreed upon. 

Can Still Be Prosecuted. 

Until officials of the department of 
justice have communicated with Attor- 
ney General Wickersham, now en route 
to Alaska, no announcement will be 
made, in Washington, dispatches say, 
voncerning the procedure which may be 
‘ad in the pending prosecutions of the 
fficials of the American Federation of 
labor. 

Notwithstanding the agreemen* 
reached in Cincinnati by representa- 
tives of the federation and the Stove 
“ounders’ National Defense Association 
to end the warfare, no assurances were

Gompers, Mitchell and Frank Morrison

Manufacturers’ Railway to build, op- 
erate and rent to other railroads east 
and west connections with the free 
bridge, the company may, according to 
those who have studied the bill now 
before the Council, exercise the option 
of acquiring at its actual cost all the 
land recently purchased by the city for 
its own appfoach along the “E’”’ line in 
Bast St. Louis. and of crossing, occu- 
pying or obstructing that route at will. 

In the second section of the bill right 
is given to the Manufacturers’ 
pany to build its eastern approach to the 
bridge “in an easterly,’ northeasterly or 
southeasterly direction to a point either 
east of the present location of the St. 
Louls, Iron Mountain & Southern’s 


right-of-way, or east of the [illinois 
Transfer Railroad Co., or any subsidiary 
or auxiliary company, or the Terminal 
Railroad Association,”’ 

This provision, it is contended, would 
permit the Busch road to construct. its 
east approach on or across the “E’’ 
line and thus exclude the city from the 
route that, above all others, it should 
own and control. 


Bill Follews Conferences. 

The drafting of the bill followed 
a number of conferences between 
August A, Busch, President George 
F. Moore and the attorneys for the 
Manufacturers’ Railway and mem- 
bers of the Municipal Assembly. 
Councilmen Schutz and  Scheider- 
hahn took prominent part. 

The supporters of the bill de- 
clare it the fairest proposition that 
has yet been submitted, as long as 
the city is not able itself to provide 
the funds. 

No choice is given to the city as 
to whether it shall sell to the Manu- 
facturers’ road the land that has been 
bought or covered by option along the 
“BE” line. 

The bill provides that “if the company 
shall determine to locate its eastern 
approach along or over land owned in 
fee by the city or on which the city 
has options, it may do so upon paying 
the city the actual amoun: expended by 
the city in the acquisition thereof.” 
That section, it is held, gives the city 
no freedom to refuse the company’s 
tender of money for the land acquired 
for an eastern approach to the bridge, 
and no right to demand interest on the 
$50,000 invested. 


Pays Only Part of Upkeep. 

The Busch road promises to stand the 
cost of the bridge’s upkeep, but ex- 
cepts such important items as recon- 
struction, the replacement or repair of 
stone or steel work, painting and re- 
painting, and all expenditures on the 
wagon deck. 

#ection eight of the bill amends the 
company’s first franchise so as to re- 
Heve it of the obligation of building in- 
Mm, Operating ferries, and construct- 
ing a belt line seven miles long in 
Iiiinois. The company may, however,

Summary of Provisions. 


Here is a summary of the Bill's 
provisions: 

It gives the company the right to 
use lower deck of the Free Bridge 
and to build, own, operate and rent 
to other roads east and west ap- 
proach to diverge from bridge at 
some p%int between Broadway and 
west pier, and to reach grade at a 
point not further south than Soulard 
street nor farther west. than Third 
street. 

Provides that east approach shall 
diverge at point 2283 feet east of 
eastern pier and extend in an eéast- 
erly, northeasterly or southeasterly 
direction to grade between the Iron 
Mountain right-of-way on the west 
and the Terminal’s Belt on the east. 

Stipulates that the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements shall approve the 
location of the east approach. 

Obligates the company to acquire 
land for both approaches, except 
where streets and alleys are to be 
occupied. 

Gives the company the right to 
purchase, at its original cost to the 
city, land along the line on the East 
Side. 

Compels the company to own sites 
for approaches. 

Provides that company must begin 
to acquire land within two months 
after passage of the pending bill 
and to have its approaches built by 
the time the bridge is completed. 

Reserves to the city the owner- 
thip and control of the ties and 
rails on the bridge proper, but 
company must pay for them. 

Puts on the company and other 
roads cost of maintaining the 
bridge, except replacement of 
stone and steel work, tracks and 
rails on main structure, painting 
and repainting and all repairs to 
the wagon deck. 

Binds the city to exact of other 
roads which may use the ap- 
proaches a contract to  prorate 
with the Manufacturers’ company 
the cost of maintenance and to 
pay a rental equal to 2% per cent 
of the cost of constructing the ap- 
proaches, 

Permits other roads and the city 
to build additional approaches’ to 
the bridge, “provided they do not 
materially interfere with the com- 
pany’s reasonable use” of its own. 

Authorizes the city and other 
roads to use the Busch lIine’s ap- 
proaches for a rental of 2% per 
cent on their cost and a pro rata 
of the expense of maintaining 
them and the roadway on the main 
structure. 

Allows the city te purchase the 
approaches at their actual cost, 
determined from the company 
hooks, without tmterest er com- 
pensation for land donated to the 
grantee. 

Provides that all earnings from | 
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Makes a violation of any provis- 
ions of the franchise a cause of 
forfeiture. 

Contains anh agreement to arbi- 
trate all disputes between the 
company and the cit) or between 
the company and any other road. 

Offers the city no compensation

There is scarcely a family, that 
cannot and does not afford a daily pa- 
per. Likewise the popularity of the 10 
and 15 cent magazines has been brought 
about by the tremendous amount of ad- 
vertising placed in them. In other 
words, here are three great educational 
institutions that are receiving a perpet- 
ual endowment from the advertisers of 
America.”’ °

“In making the four entries we will do 
so with the hope of winning the prize. 
That $30,000 looks goed to all the avia- 
tors, and none is going to lose time in 
working for it.” 

The aerodrome at Long Beach will be 
one of the best in this country when 
completed. There will be no grand 
stand, the board walk .zill be used in- 
stead. The field adjoins the board 
walk for 800 feet. Harry Bronner of 
Dayton has offered a prize for the avia- 
tors who fly at the seashore resort. 
The headquarters of the aviators will 
be the Nassau Hotel.

Every Three Days Some St. 
Louisan Files a Mortgage 
to Get Auto. 





Every three days a St. Louisan 
mortgages his home or other prop- 
erty to buy an automobile. 

The books at the office of Charles 
F. Joy, Recorder of Deeds for the 
city of St. Louts, show this. 

Sometimes the mortgage is on the 
would-be joy-rider’s home; again it 
is on the automobile itself. There is 


nothing particular to show. Anyway, 
he' gets the machine. 

W. A. Ehrler, Chief Deputy Recorder, 
was not surprised when he read the 
following telegram from New York to 
the Post-Dispatch Wednesday: 

Over-indulgence in automobiles is 
said to be the cause for many of the 
present ills of the security market, 
and Wall Street has been liberally 
supplied in the last few months with 
stories of the extremes to which the 
craze to own a machine has carried 
persons and the necessity bankers 
have been under to exercise a cen- 
sorship on loans to prevent an epi- 
demic of auto buying. 

Most of these stories have come 
from the West, but yesterday Wall 
Street heard the lid had been screwed 
down by bankers in New York. 

Concern Sought Loan, 

The Financial World told yester- 
day of “one of the largest and best 
known automobile manufacturing 
companies in the country going from 
bank to bank in New York City and 
asking in vain for a loan of $650,000 
on $750,000 real estate mortgages as 
collateral.’’ 

The meat of the story was that 
these mortgages ‘“‘representing prop- 
erty valued at $1,000,000 or more’”’ had 
been put up originally by the buy- 
ers of cars who had mortgaged their 
homes to satisfy their speed mania. 
To emphasize the unsoundness of the 
situation the Financial World went 
on to say: 

“A Wall street Investment house, 
which took the trouble to look into 
the real estate mortgages filed in the 
Register’s office in New York City, 
ascertained that in one day 4 per 
cent of the mortgages were in favor 
of automobile dealers or manufac- 
turers.”’ 

A canvas of banks in the financial 
district failed to identify any such in- 
cident as the Financial World de- 
scribes. It was said, however, that 
any such company probably would 
be accommodated without other col- 
lateral than thelr own notes. 

“When a chattel mortgage is filed in. 
this office,” said Mr. Ehrler, “there is 
nothing on the face of it to show ‘for 
what purpose the money was borrowed, 
but so many of these mortgages are 
given on automobiles that it stands 
to reason that these machines were 
bought by men who could not pay for 
them outright, but who made a partial 
payment and gave their notes for the 
rest.

A generally expressed opinion at 
many points on the Grand Trunk is 
that the strikers will be gble to con- 
tinue the freight train hold-up two or 
three days longer at least.

STRIKE-BREAKERS ARE URGED 
NOT TO TAKE RAILROAD JOBS 


BOSTON. July 20.-Strike-breakers 
from all parts of the country contin- 
ucd to pour into New England today 
to take the places of the conductors 
and trainmen on the Grand Trunk 
and Centra] Vermont railroads, now 
out on a strike for higher wages. 

The strikers are using their best 
efforts to dissuade the newcomers 
from accepting the proffered posi- 
tions. In several instances they have 
been successful. 

In St. Albans, Vt., the headquarters 

of the Central Vermont system and at 
other Vermont points, the  strike- 
breakers are being flooded with tele- 
grams from all parts of the country 
uring them to stand by their broth- 
ers and the strikers belleve they are 
winning the day. 
Last night a lot ef strike-breakers 
who had been working hard all day 
went on a strike themselves. They 
had been on duty continuously for 
16 hours and when the time arrived 
for them to take the last train from 
Burlington, Vt., to Essex Junction to 
connect with the express for Boston, 
they refused to go out. 

An official of the Central Vermont 
road has announced that any of the 
striking employes may have their old 
positions back at an Increased salary 
if they make applications at ‘once. 
The Grand Trunk, however, is taking 
a different stand on this matter, ac- 
cording to the statement of Train- 
master J. J. Connelly of the Portland 
and Montreal divison, who stated au- 
thoritatively that none of the strik- 
ers would be taken back in their for- 
mer status. If they come back at all, 
he said they must cOme as new men.

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PRELIMINARY WORK 

There is so much to be done by Democrats be- 
fore the presidential election that quarreling over 
presidential candidacies and indorsements is fool- 
ish, The election of a Democratic majority in 
the House of Representatives, the first necessary 
step to the capture of the Government by the 
Democracy, will require all the energy and abil- 
ity of the party. The victory is not to be gained 
without a fight. Desperate efforts are making to 
bring the Republican factions together, either by 
whipping in the insurgents or by compromises.

To Improve Street Car Service. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

A subway built through the city to the West 
End would not remedy the present street car 
situation to any great extent. Moreover, a sub- 
way cannot be constructed in a day, nor in a 
year. 

The reason the cars are now so crowded during 
the rush hours is that while in the past ten years 
the city has grown very greatly, the population 
having increased over 100,000, no new lines have 
been added to the system. In fact the Chouteau 
and Spalding lines have both been done away 
with. Now then, the thing to do is to add six or 
more new lines to the system. Corandelet could 
support another line as well as could Tower Grove 
Heights and Greenwood which, by the way, has 
none at present. And two or three lines run into 
the West End and North St. Louis would change 
conditions in those parts considerably. 

The track system downtown is inadequate and 
would be more so were a half dozen new lines to 
run over it. However, this could be altered. As 
Locust street has only one line on it now, the 
tracks could be extended both east and west and 
several other lines could make use of them. At 
Sixth and Olive streets there are five lines oper- 
ated over a single track causing the cars to be 
blockaded for two blocks from Pine to Locust 
streets when a switch has to be turned. This con- 
gestion could be relieved by doubling the tracks 
on Sixth, Seventh, Eighth and Ninth streets. These 
changes could all be accomplished in a shorter 
while and with less expenditure than a subway 


could be constructed. 
COMON SENSE. 


How Electricity May Destroy Balloons. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

As there seems to be considerable doubt and 
speculation as to what was the underlying cause 
of the Erbsloeh disaster. I should like to offer 
a theory of mine, which at least is susceptible 
of investigation and proof. 

Bearing In mind that the gases of the balloon 
are usually enclosed in an air-tight and water- 
tight envelope and that this envelope electrical- 
ly insulates the interior contents from the ex- 
terior, we have then contained within the re- 
coiver an electro-positive element (because the 
gases contain hydrogen). Now suppose, through 
the changes in temperature on rising, moisture 
is condensed on the exterior of the envelope, we 
then have a perfect Leyden jar. If the balloon 
should rise rapidly enough we have the neces- 
sary friction to set up statical electricity—in 
the case of the dirigible the propulsion of the 
engines gives the friction through the air. Hav- 
ing then an electric charge at very high tension, 
ic is very easy to see that as soon as the tension 
is sufficient it will pierce the envelope, create 
the spark and fire the gas. 

In support of this theory I wish to recall that 
one of the Zepplin ships mysteriously took fire, 
the cause was never explained. Further, sev- 
eral balloons have been reported “struck by 
lightning,” apparently out of a clear sky. A 
balloon of itself, or rather an object high in the 
sky without any direct connection with the earth, 
according to accepted ideas, ought to be free of 
danger of lightning, especially from a clear sky 
—nand the explanation must be that the balloon 
generates a high tension statical charge on the 
Leyden jar principle. 

To obviate this contingency, it would seem, 4&5 
a solution, that metal buttons be incorporated in 
the fabric at several points, thus connecting elec- 
trically the interior and exterior of the envelope, 
and as s6on as any induction is set up it will be 
immediately dissipated, without a spark and be- 
fore any high tension is developed.

Although the electric light company 
maintains that 10 cents per kilowatr 
hour is a reasonable charge for power 
to its patrons, the power plant of Bern- 
heimer Brothers’ department store is 
making electric current for a trifle over 
1% cents per kilowatt hour.. Mr. Isa- 
dore I. Wolf, a member of the firm, 
in speaking of the plant, said: 

“The people of Baltimore § should 
know that we manufacture our own 
electricity at @ cost ten times cheaper 
than the company sells it, also that 
our service is absolutely dependable. 
We have our own plant, and it is not 
such an elaborate plant either, but it 
suits our requirements exactly. I be- 
lieve that if some of the merchants 
and manufacturers now using electric 
current at 10 cents could see how 
much they could save by establishing 
their own plants there would be fewer 
people in Baltimore using 10-cent elec- 
tricity. 

“The electric company could sel! its 
current at 5 cents and still make a 
handsome profit. I know that if we can 
make it at a cent and a quarter the 
electric company can make it at less 
than a cent, because they make so much 
more and their operations cover such a 
large field.”

Mrs. Minnie D. Weiss, an investi- 
gator of the School of Social Economy, 
says that she has found that 90 per cent 
of the babies that have been fed on the 
milk that is supplied by the Post-Dis- 
patch Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund, are 
strong and healthy and promise to live 
and grow to be useful men and women. 

“T have found,” says Mrs. Weiss, 
“that there is good reason why the 
other ten per cent. do not prosper. 
Either the babies have been deprived 
of the milk through negligence or some 
unforseen and unfortunate circumstance 
at a critical time, or else they were 
started on it entirely too late. 
‘Recently I came upon a case that I 
reported to the Fund nurse, which il- 
lustrates the point. The mother was in 
despair.

Baby Bound to Die. 

“Tt will not do any good anyhow, 
this mother told me.

Whether 
the baby will recover is a question. I! 
think it already looks a little better 
than it did. If the baby dies it will be 
put down as a pure milk baby. That 
may not seem altogether fair, but it !« 
the only thing we can do. 

“The mothers of the babies in the 
poorer districts appreciate the Purse 
Milk Fund. Wherever I go in the 
congested districts to investigate a 
case I am soon surrounded by a 
group of women with babies in their 
arms who tell me what a blessing 
the milk has been to them, and how 
strong and fat it has made their in- 
fants. 

“The need for the milk is greater 
among the poor than most persons 
are inclined to think. The sorrow 
which want of it has caused In some 
families makes me shudder to recall. 

Loses Nine Babies, 

“T know of one strong mother whe 
should be the parent of a recore 
family of 11 children, but she has 
only two living. The nine other 
died in infancy. One’s death wa 
caused by bronchitis, but all h:

New Yorkers No Longer Can 
Sell Without Weighing Goods. 

NEW YORK, July %.—If the second- 
hand junk dealer, vegetable huckster, 
peanut vender or even the grocer, here- 
after "wells a ‘‘whole lot’’ for a lump 
price he will be violating the law. ‘‘Ap- 
ples, 10 cents a whole lot,” “Potatoes, 
15 cents a whole lot,” are no longer to 
be permissible terms of barter. There 
must be specific weight and measure- 
ment. 

This law. became effective today when 
Mayor Gaynor gave his approval to an 
ordinance abrogating the old-time meth- 
od of selling goods, merchandise and 
commodities for general use. 

And the method of selling ice—5 and 
10 cent pieces—goes by the board. Ice 
under the new.order of things must be 
sold by weight ascertained by scales 
of standard make and certified accura- 
cy. 

This follows a long crusade by the 
new Inspector of Weights and Meas- 
ures, Clement J. Driscoll, which resulted 
in the public destruction of several tons 
of faulty weights and scales a couple 
of days ago. It remedies one of the 
greatest evils which had been tolerated 
in New York, cheating in weight or 
measure having been resorted to by al- 
most every retail dealer in provisions, 
fuel and the like in the city.

Wheat Prices Rise Sharply|& 


on Less Favorable For- 
eign Conditions. 


Influences controlling the price of 
wheat today shifted to foreign mar- 
kets, where sentiment was bullishly af- 


fected by continued unfavorable reports 
from France and Russia. 

Revised estimates on the French crop 
place the damage at 40,000,000 bu. while 
Russian advices state the yield ig turn- 
ing out smaller than expected and that 
the recent reported damage by heat is 
being confirmed. 

Domestic conditions remain unchang- 
ed. While no precipitation was reported 
over the spring wheat belt, tempera- 
tures were seasonable. Sensational dam- 
age reports were still sifting in, how- 
ever, clear weather in the winter wheat 
belt also argued well for the harvest 
and the new «-op rovemer t. 

Receipts at primary points, and espe- 
cially in the Northwest, continue heavy, 
and the indications are for a more lib- 
eral run of new wheat in the immediate 
future. 

Traders look for the effect of the tn- 
creasing movement to be partially off- 


set by the unfavorable foreign situa- | 


tion. But this is unlikely, as the recent 
sensational advance was the direct re- 
sult of adverse domestic conditions, and 
the American markets acted largely in- 
dependent of outside ones, 

Improved Northwest conditions would, 
therefore, materially be ultimately the 
controlling factor, and reports indicate 
that they are improving. 

The Liverpool market failed to fol- 
low the American decline of Tuesday, 
and after a fractional setback ad- 
vanced sharply on light offers and 
bullish advices from Russia and 
France. Provincial markets were 
stromfg and Danubian offers firmly 
held. Some later gelling followed 
larger Indian offers and larger cargo 
arrivals. 

Broomhall cabled that the markets
